of the Supreme Court. The despatch of public busi- 
ness would seem to require, that a Iaw ought to pass, 
continuing a fourth Judge on the supreme bench; 
er that such other modification shall be made in rela- 
tion to that court, as you may deem best calculated 
to promote the interest of the country. 

At the last session of Congress a law was passed, 
authorizing the President to appoint commissioners 
to examine the western waters, for the purpose of se- 
lecting a suitable site for the erection of a National 
Armory. The gentlemen to whom that duty was as- 
signed, have, among other places, visited the Narrows- 
of Harpeth, in West Tennessee; and it is not impro- 
babie, that a favorable report will be made of that 
situation. For the purpose of increasing the induce- 
ments to make the establishment, I would submit the 
propriety of exempting from entry the vacant lands 
adjoining thg site, the right to a portion of which 
might hereafter be vested in the United States, for 
the use of the armory, should it be loca‘ed at the 
place before mentioned. 

Some time in the summer of 1822, I received infor- 
mation, that one Mason Lee, a citizen of South- Caro- 
lina, had died possessed of a large estate, the whole 
of which he had bequeathed, in equal shares, to that 
state and the state of Tennessee. Thinking it proper 
that the subject should be mquired into, application 
was made for an authenticated copy of his will, which 
has been procured, and which, with a letter from the 
qualified executor of South-Carolina, is ‘herewith 
transmitted for the consideration of your honorable 
body. As the deceased is represented to have been 
in full possession of a sound, disposing mind at the 
time of making his will. it appears to be, necessary, 
that such measures should be adopted as are best cal- 
culated to enable Tennessee to enjoy the benefits de- 
signed by the testator. 
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About thirty-five stand of arms, the quota to which. 
‘Tennessee is entitied, under the act of congress for 
arming the militia, are now at Pittsburgh. ready to 
be forwarded as soon as a request is made to that ef- 
fect. From the experiment which kas been made, it 
appcars'that arms cannot be delivered to the militia, 
with any reasonable hope of their being returned I 
good condition, when the state may require them for 
actual service. Therefore, I would take the liberty 
of suggesting, that a cheap building shall be. erected 
for the safe keeping of the arms now on hand, of those 
to be received from Pittsburgh, as well as those which 
the state will hereafter obtain under the act of con-’

The committee who had under consideration so 
much ofthe Governor's message as relates to the 
pri vate banking associations of this state, respectful- 
ly submit to the General Assembly the following 
report g- „ dp S * 

Y hey deem it unnecessary now to deplore the 
gashness of that policy, which erected so many banks 
in this; and most of the other states of the union: the 
evils resulting from such a policy, have been most 
severely felt in the western states, whose local situa- 
tion, and the pursuits of their inbabitants, are unpru- 
pitious to the prosperous existence of those institu- 
tions, The state of Tennessee, being an inland and 
agricultural country, has sbared largely in. those 
evils. Their causes are probably too often ascribed: 
to the dishonesty of those who are -interested in the: 
_ banks. Inthe general, they have displayed much 
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fairness, good judgment, and integrity, Whilst in some 
Particular instances we are compelled to acknowledge; 
that the grossest ignorance, if not corruption, has 
characterized their conduct. But, at the same time, 
it should be ‘remembered, that the community yielded 
easily, and without much*coyness, to the temptations. 
which a desire to gain had placed before it; many cf 
our steadicst farmers engaged in speculations, ani 
became borrowers of sums which the proceeds of their 
farms. were insufficient: to repay ;' so great were the 
delusions of the times, that more than once considera- 
ble excitement existed against ‘those institutions, for 
not being more liberal in their accommodations. Fram 
these, and many similar considerations, your commit- 
tee are of opinion, that too mich préjudice ought not 
to be indulged’ against the banks, inasmuch as our 
redecessors in legislation, and ‘the community at 
ge, are not wholly blameless on the sabject.—-From 
their reports, your committee believe, that a general 
disposition has been manifested, ‘to place themselves 
in a-situation to comply with the requisttions of tlie 
act of 1821. Since the passage of that law, gne lesson 
has béen more deéply inculcated on -those interested 
in banks, than it was before, (to wit:) that their true 
interest now requires them to wind up and close their” 
concerns as soon as practicable. It is very improba- 
ble, that a stockholder should wish to continue a busi- 
ness in which he loses, not only the use of the whole 
amount of his capital, but hazards the loss of that 
capital also. But in winding up and closing their 
concerns, those interested find it necessary to take 
into Consideration the security af their debts from 
losses, to.be apprehended by a toa rigid enforcement 
of their collection, and also the obligations they owe 
7 5 tie community to whom they have made ‘thosc 
oans. a ia 
-. Your committee consider it fortunate, that these 
considerations, inducing the banks to wind up gradu- 
ally, sliould so well ‘correspond >with the interest of 
“the people; for they believe, that if the hanks had,

or should hereafter commente an immediate and in- 
discriminate collection of their debts, the cömmunity 
would be wholly unable to sustain the pressure. Had 
the legislature ef 1821 been as fully. advised. of this 
accordance of, interest, first, between. the wishes of 
the General Assembly, and the stockholders, ds to 
winding up, and secondly, between the interest of the 
pcopie, and the stockholders, in winding up gradually, 
as ihey now are, would they have legislated at all on 
ihe subject?- Witkeut presuming to answer this 
queslicn, your committee will remark, that it ig 
Worthy of observation, that the period fixed on for 
specie payments was subsequent ta the meeting of 
the present session of the General Assembly. Was 
this done from an apprehension that it might not be 
consistent with sound policy ? That if our neighboring 
states should not keep pace with Tennessee, in coer- 
cing ikeir banks to pay specie, Tennessee might hare 
an opportunity to recede from the ground she had 
taken, and leave the reteheider and the banks. to 
contest the matter between themselves, under the 
gineral law of debtor and creditor. 

In the opinion of your committee, the law of 1821 
was never intended to be in itself a forfeiture of their 
charters; and that so much of said act, as declares 
Urat a refusal to pay specie, after the first Monday in 
April next, shonid be a cause of forfeiture, was not 
intended as anew or additional cause, but only a repe- 
tition of what was suppesed by the General Assembly 
to be already a eause of forfeiture by the terms of tlie 
original charter. Yoer committee are-therefore of 
epinion, that the act ef 1821 was only intended, and 
ought to be considered, as a kind of legislative notice 
to these institutions, that if they did not pursue such 
a course, in relation to the redemption of their notes 
in circulation, as the General Assembly might think 
-they eught to de, some rigorous method would be 
adopted for the purpose of compelling them to dose. 
This method, in the opinion of yeur committee, can 
only he by prescribing a mode of investigating, judi- 
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cially, all alleged violations of their charter, or of E- 
pediting the mods of recovery in favor of the note- 
holder as creditor, against the. banks as dehtors. 
The question they arises, the General Asesmbly ha- 
Ving given this notice, is-it expedient, af this session, 
to resort to either of ‘these methods of. proceeding - l 
against the banks? Your committee are awáre. of 
the great diversity, of opinion which prevails on this 
. question, but will not take time to enumerate the 
ingenious and able arguments urged on both sides. 
Before they express their opinion, they respecttully- 
invite the attention of the General Assembly, and the 
public at large, to the course pursued fog the last tayo 
years, and the present situations of these banks. ‘On 
the first point, either from obedience to the law, ov 
because their own interest was in accordance with 
legislative enactments, they have pursued that very 
course prescribed for them by the act of 182 1. The 
result of this course has been, that since they reported 
on that year, they have not only lessened the amount 
-dag from them, Vut considerably increased the-actuat 
means of promptly discharging all claims against

more favorable than your committee and (in their 
opinion) the public expected. .

committee hate entire confidence. - 


From this general cvicw, it would appear that the - 
Knoville Bank would have to call in only about 16 
per cent. and tle Nashville Sank about 29 per cent. 
of the debts due them, before they would be able to 
discharge all the debts due and demandable of them. 
This statement will also show an important fact, of 
“which. the public has not before been apprized, to wit: 


_that the Knoxville and Nashville Banks are really 


more solvent than most of those eastern and southern 
banks whose notes have commonly commanded a pre- 
mium in the state of Tennessee. The inquiry very 
naturally arises, if this be the situation of those banks, 
why have their notes sustained such great deprecia- 
tion? Tour committee believe that this depreciation 
may be traced to a want of information in the com- 
munity as to their real situation, to the intrigue and 
management of -brokers in some of our principal 
towns, and lastly and chiefly, to the excessive impor- 
tations and use of foreign fabrics, to the neglect of 
those of domestic growth and manufacture: the result 
of which has been, the buying of more than is sold, 
and the spending ef more than is earned, a practice 
ruinous alike to communities and individuals. 

Reviewing the whole subject, your committee can 
find nothing in the disposition manifested in the con- 
duct pursued for the last two years, or in the present 
situations of those banks, that requires any thing. to 
he done in pursuance of that Iegislative notice given 
Dy the act of 1821.

On motion of Mr. Hall, the Senate resolved itself 
into a committee of the whole, on a bill to amend an 
act, entitled “ an act to compel the banks therein na- 
med to pay specie, and for other purposes,” and after 
somectime spent in the consideration thereof, Mr. 
Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Steele reported, 
that the cominittee had, according to order, had the 
said bill under consideration, and made some progress 
therein, and directed him to ask leave to sit again. 

Mr. Carter submitted the following reasons for a 
vote he gave this day: `

I 
was opposed to the passage of said bill, because I was 
unwilling to have any agency in enacting of laws be- 
neficial to myself and relatives exclusively.
